The new Canadian postage stamps 
are meeting with decided approval 
in England, and at the same time the 
new British stamps are receiving 
some hard knock®. Here is what the 
London Daily Mail says: 

“The new issue of Canadian one- 
cent stamps, with King George's head. 
is a Leautiful, well designed, and 
clearly printed as the first issue of 
English Georgian stamps is unsatis- 
factory. In piace of the awkwardly 
truncated head on the English stamp, 
the Canadian issue shows a bust por- 
in Admival’s uni- 


trait of the King 
form, beautifully engraved, with a 
light profile against a dark  back- 


ground. The shading is exquisitely 
delicate, and gives full plastic round- 
ness to the head. The oval in which 
the portrait is enclosed is enframed 
by a border of maple leaves, and the 
inscription “Canada Postage, in 
white letters on a dark ground, A 
crown is placed in each of the top 
corners, and 
white ground, in the two bottom corn- 
ers. Instead of the watery faded color 
of our one-half pence stamps, a deep 
rich green ts used, which shows up 
the sharply engraved lettering. If it 
is possible to improve on the design 
by greater simplicity, the technical ex- 
ecution is beyond approach.

These proposals, continues the 
statement, were considered by the re- 
presentatives of the coal owners this 
afternoon, with the result that those | 
in the federated area, which includes 
Yorkshire, Lancashire, the Midlands 
and North Wales, accepted, adding 
that it is expected that the vern- 
ment will make such arrangements 
as would secure that the agreement 
be binding on both sides for a rea- 
sonable time. 

The Durham and Cumberland em- 
ployers also accepted the proposals. 
They were rejected however by the 
Northumberland, Scotland and South 
Wales coa) owners, and also by the 
representatives of the smaller dis- 
tricts, Forest of Dean in Gloucester, 
Somerset and Bristol. More than 
sixty per cent. of the coal trade of) 
the country accepted the proposals. 

The National Miners’ Federation 
replied to the proposals by adopting 
the following resolution: 

“There can be no settlement of! 
the present dispute unless the prin- 
ciple of an individual minimum wage 
for all underground workers is agreed 
to by ths coal owners.”

PREVENT PRAIRIE FIRES 
Railways Must Have Piowed Fire- 
guards Along Their Lines in Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan. 

Ottawa—To prevent prairie fires’ 
starting and spreading from sparks) 
thrown from engines the railway com- 
mission has issued a drastic fire guard 
regulation affecting all railways oper- 
ating under {ts jurisdiction in the 
provinces of Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan. 

The order provides “That every 
railway company subject to the legis- 
lative authority of Canada, operating 
steam lines in the provinces of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan shall, on or 
before Aug. 1 of each year construct 
along each aide of the right of way) 
in these provinces, and not less than’ 
400 feet distant from the centre, a 
fire guard consisting of a plowed strip 
of Jand not less than 16 feet in 
width.” 

This fire guard must he kept free 
from dry grass, weeds, and other com- 
bustible material between Aug. 1 and 
Dec, 1 of each year. A penalty of $25 
in civil damage is placed upon any 
employee of the companies who leav-! 
es gates open or cuts fences, result-| 
{ng in injury to cattle. The com- 
panies are subject to a penalty of 
$100 for each infraction of the order. | 

To obviate the necessity of em- 
ployees of railways going under en- 
gines to empty ashpans, a work which 
endangers life, the board orders that 
ali engines be equipped before Dec. | 
31, 1913, with ashpans which may be 
dumped without going underneath. 
No engine not so equipped can he 
used after the date fixed by the order. 


U. &. RAILWAYS SHORT OF CARS

Shanghai—The ‘mpression prevails 
here that grafi will not be tolerated 
by ‘the Republican officials, following 
the strange disappearance of General 
Chen, who was made military com 
mander of this city when the rebels 
gained control. 

Gen, Chen was commanded to buy 
arms for the troops at Wu Chang. He 
purchased a large quantity of obso 
lete rifles which were thrown into the 
river by order of Gen. Li Yuan Hung. 
General Chen got the guns for 17 
tuels each and sold them for 30 taels 
each. oon afterwards he disappear- 
ed.

BRITAIN BUYING COAL, ' 


Steamers Chartered to Convey Sup- 
ply From Norfolk, Va., to 
Gibraltar. 

Norfolk, Va.—The British govern 
ment has begun buying coal at this 
port and four British steamers have 
been chartered to come here and 
take it to Gibraltar where it is to be 
delivered to the British admiralty. 
Three or four steamers are expected 
to take approximately 25,000 tons. 
That the British navy is in urgent 
need of this fuel would seem to be 
made apparent by the freight 
which the government has undertak- 
en to pay the steamers, which is $5 
a ton. This is only 40 cents less 
than the ocean rate to San Francisco.

Montreal.—In answer to a question 
requesting ta know if there was any 
truth in the report that the Canadian 
Pacific railway contemplated building 
a road from some western point to 
Hudson Bay (following 
same course as the Hudson Bay 
government road), Sir 
Shaughnessy said, with surprise, that 
‘nothing could be more unlikely.’

Text of the Lesson, Mark i, 29-45 
Memory Verses, 40, 41--Golden Text 
Matt. viii, 17—Commentary Preparec 
by Rev. D, M. Stearns. 

The events of this lesson, the heal 
ing of the fever stricken and all man 
her of diseased people and spirit pos 
sessed peopie and the healing ot 
a leper, are all samples of the king 
dom which Was at hand, but which did 
hot come because they would not 
have Him. Verse 39 of our lesson 
summarizes it briefly, “He preached 


in their synagogues throughout ali 
Galilee and cast out demons.” It is 
more fully stated in Matt iv, 23 
“And Jesus went about all Galilee 


teaching in their Synagogues and 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom 
and healing all manner of sickness 
and all manner of disease among the 
people.” It was predicted by the 
prophets that in the kingdom the 
blind would see, tye deaf hear, the 
dumb sing, the lame leap as a hart, 
and no one complain because of sick- 


ness. for iniquity would be forgiven 
(Isa, xxxiii, 24; xxxv, 5, 6) It was 
also predicted that in the kingdom 


wolves and lambs, leopards and kids 
calves and lions, cows and bears and 


little children would al! live in peace 
together (Isa. xi, 6-9; Ixv, 25). No 
one seems to expect these last men 
tioned things until Jesus shall come 


again, but many are wondering why 
they cannot be healed of all diseases 
even though the kingdom has not 
come, They ask often complalaingly 
‘Is not the Lody as well as the soul 
included in the atonement?” Yes: 
the great atonement will reach the 
body, too, and in the resurrection 
these bodies of our humiliation will 
be tashioned like His glorious body, 
but till then we must wait patiently 
in strength or weakness, as He may 


in His infinite love and wisdon 
j decide, Some are healed by His hand 
without a physician and some by His 
| blessing upon the physician's — skill 
and medicine, while some continue 
in weakness, and many are passing 
out from the mortal body. The truly 
devout soul says under all circum 
stances, “Even so, Father,” and re 
joices in the perfect will of God 

Our lesson verses 2% to 31 tell of 
His going from the synagogue to the 


hoine of Simon and Andrew, where 
Simon's wife’s mother lay sick of a 
fever. He took her by the hand. re 
buked the fever, and immediately she 
was well and ministered to them. 
Compare the ministry of angels in 
verse 13. Think of Samuel as a little 
boy ministering to the Lord (I Sam 
iil, 1) and let all our service be “unt 


{the Lord” and “before the Lord.” 
Possibly more might be healed if He 
saw that they would minister unto 
Him, for He ig seeking in every way 


to bring people unto Himself that He 
may fill them with His fullness (Ex 
xix, 4; I Pet. ii, 18) 

Verses 22 to 34 tell of al! manner 
of diseased and demon possessed peo 
ple being brought to Him to be hea! 
ed, and it is written here and in the 
parallel accounts in Matthew anéd 
Luke that He laid His hands on every 


one of them and healed them (Luke 
iv, 40): that He cast out the spirits 
with His word and healed all that 
were sick, that it might he fulfilled 


which was spoke by Isaiah the pro 
| phet, saying. “Himself took our in 
firmities and bare our sicknesses’ 
(Matt. vill, 16, 17; Isa. lili, 4) It 
they had only received Him as thelr 
Messiah the Lord would have made 
bare His holy arm in the eyes of 
all the nations, and all the ends of 
the earth should have seen the sal ‘a- 
tion of our God (Isa. lil, 10), but be- 
cause He is still the despised and r- 
jected one of Israel we continue in 
faith and patience to wait for His re- 
turn, He needs no testimon) from 
His adversaries, so He suffered not 
the demons to speak evin though 
they said, “Thou art Christ, the Son 
of God.” 

Lesson verses 35 to 39 tell of His 
early morning prayinz 2 great while 
before day, having gone of 'o «a soll- 
tary place. Since He felt the need 
of being away from even these few 
disciples that He might the bettcr 
commune with His Fathers, how cau 
we know much of real communion 
with God in the constantly busy lif 
that so many leud? It is true tat 
we can pray to God anywhere and ut 
any time, but see how He wen! away 
alone, Simon and the others found 
Him and told Him that pevjne were 
looking for Him; then He said: “Let 
us go into the next towns.” “I must 
preach the kingdom of God to other 
cities also.” We must not forget 
that “the field is the world” and our 
orders aye, “Go ye Into all the world,” 
The four lepers of Samaria should 


put us to shame with their words: 
“We do not well. This day is a day 
of good tidings, and we hold our 


peace” (11 Kings vil, 9). Our lesson 
chapter closes with the record of a 
healed leper who published and blaz- 
ed abroad the fact of his being hea!- 
ed so widely that Jesus had to stay 
‘away from the cities, and the people 
came to Him from every quarter. He 
is still the same Jesus. full of com- 
passion as when He said to that lep- 
er, “I will, be thou clean,” and as 
quickly »s the leper was healed (im- 
mediately) just as quickly can a sin- 
ner be saved. Without money and 
without price He gives eternal life 
to all who receive Him. The strange 
thing is that those who profess to 
have been saved by Him have not the 
zeal of this leper nor gratitude en- 
ough to tell others the glad tidings. 


Hindus Cannot Assimilate.

Strikes During January 1912 

According to the record maintained 
in the Department of Labor January 
Was a favoyable month from the stand 
point of industrial unrest. There were 
uine disputes in existence but uone of 
them were of serious consequence. 
About 1,100 employees and twenty 
irms allogether were involved in these 
disputes. The loss in time was reck 
oned at about 13,000 working days; 
this being less than half the working 
days lost in the preceeding montt 
The most important dispute was a 
lockout of plasterers at Winnipeg, 
Man. Seven of the nine disputes had 
been settled, 'eaving only two in ex- 
istence at the end of the month name-| 
ly, a strike of pulpmill hands at St. 
George, N. B., and the lockout of plas- 
terers at Winnipeg, Man., above men- 
tioned. The latter, however, has since 
terminated.

Night Signals for Airmen 


The progress of aircraft in Ger- 
many is well indicated by the fact 
that illuminated captive balloons are 
now being used for the purpose of 
guiding aeronauts by night. One of 
these has recently been placed at Tre- 
plow, between Berlin and Stettin. The 
balloon which is two and a half met- 
res (about eight feet) in diameter, is 
of a red color and carries an electric 
light. 

It is visible for a great distance at 
night, and ts easily distinguished from 
any other light, In case of fog, when 
a light could not be seen, an electric 
bell is caused to ring by means of 
a hydrometer attached. In this way 
it is possible for a person in charge 
to ascertain the height of the fog zone 
and cause the balloon to ascend into 
a less moist and clearer atmosphere, 
when the bell will cease ringing.

Russia Planning to Spind Half a Bil: | 

lion Dollars on Raliroads } 

It 1s now beginning to be \aken for | 

granted that outer Mongolia with its 

1,000,000 square miles of territory and | 

its 3,000,000 of people, is to be added 
to the Russian sphere of influence. 


Ever since the war with Japan, 
Russia has been devoting her energies 
to the expansion of Siberia. This vast 
territory stretching from the Ural 
Mountains to the Pacific Ocean, was 
once looked on as the dreary land of 
the exile. Today it is the promised 
land of the emigrant. There is room 
for many millions. 

Siberia, with an area of 4,817,687 
square miles, has at present a popula- 
tion of only 8,220,100. There are vast 
stretches of rich, black earth awalt- 
ing the farmer. Coal, iron, silver and 
gold are ready for the pioneer. Huge 
forests have in readiness great wood- 
ea_ harvests. 

Some day Siberia must play a great 
part in the production of the world’s 
food, At present the cultivated part 
{g a mere patch on its huge area, yet 
it produces 170,000,000 poods of ce- 
reals a year, a pood being equal to 
36 pounds. Its immense coal depos- 
its have scarcely been touched, and 
the same is the case with its timber. 
In the Amur and Maritime Provinces 
there are 509,000,000 acres of forest 
land. 

The railroad is naturally what ts 
looked for for the develcpmert of this 
great country. The first great 
achievement in this direction was the 
construction of the Siberian Ratlroad. 
This has cost more than £140,000,000, 
and stretches from Moscow to Viadi-| 
vostok, 5,527 miles, all on Russia ter- | 
ritory except the last strip across 
Manchurla. [It is now proposed to 
double track and improve it at an esti- 
mated cost of £ 22,000,000. 

Other Russia~ schemes contemplate | 
the opening up of Southern Siberia

Electricty and the Mind. | 


To ascertain the effect of  electri- 
city upon the development of school 
children a series of very interesting 
experiments have just been concluded 
in the schools of Stockholm, The walls 
and ceilings of a school room were 
lined with « coil of wires through) 
which a high frequency current was | 
passed. The children in the room| 
were thus in the position of an iron , 
core in the centre of a magnetizing 
coll, | 

Fifty children were kept in this 
room, While fifty others of the same 
average size and mental develop- 
ment were kept in an adjoining room 
without electrical treatment. At the 
end of six months the children under 
electrical treatment showed an aver- 
age growth of two inches, while those 
without electricity grew only 1% 
inches. 

The electrified children showed an 
increase in weight and other forms 
of development in proportion to their) 
height. ‘he electrified children also 
showed an average proficiency in their, 
studies of 92 per cent. and fifteen of | 
them showed 100 per cent. The un- 
electrified children, on the other hand 
were only 75 per cent. proficient on 
the average, and not one of them 
reached 100 per cent. 

It is added that the electrified chil- 
dren appeared to be much brighter, 
quicker and more active. They were 
prompter in attendance and much less ; 
subject to fatigue. ‘lue Leachers also, 
showed superior working capacity in! 
the electrified room. While there was 
an oder of ozone in the room, !t was | 
held that the presence of ozone would | 
not account for the results obtained.

The imposing range of buildings | Bond; 
gazing | 


which greets the traveler 
out of the carriage windows on the 
south sde of the railway as he 
comes into Strathmore, and which 
have all gone up within the past 
six months, have greatly improved} 
the appearance of the town, and are 
bound to leave a very favorable im- 
pressio1 on the mind of the passer- 
by, 

When the new department of Op- 
eration and Maintenance for the 
Westerr Section of the Irrigation 
Block was created with the head- 
quarters at Strathmore, the inten- 
tion at first was to use the buildings 
on the west side of the town built 
for the engineers engaged on the 
construction of the system, but 
these were found to be altogether too 
small, with the result that the pre- 
sent series of buildings were erect- 
ed, The buildings as at present 
constructed consist of an office 
building 5 50 feet squre and two stor- 
ies in height, with full basement, a 
superintendent's house, a club house 
for the unmarried members of the 
staft, with 9 bedrooms, dining room, 
reading room, etc., six collages for 
the use of married members of the 
staff, two barns, with accomada- 
tions for 24 teams, (one barn is not 
yet constructed) garage for four 
motor cars, and several other build- 
ings. Whenever the springtime 
Opens up itis intended to put the 
grounds into first shape, 
plant trees, and generally to beau- 
tify the appearance of this portion of 
the town. The total cost of the 
buildings runs between $35,000 and 
$40,000, and there is possibility of 
futher extensions in the near future. 

The main building is divided up 
by partitions for the use of the var- 
ious sections of the staff, superin- 
tendent’s office, engineers, stenog- 
raphers, etc. It is excellently light- 
ed, heated and ventilated. 

The clubhouse is a large two 
story building, 58 by 28 feet, built 
on the most modera principles, and 
tacing west. (The office building
